PAIRS, Oct. 23— Queen Marte of 
Roumania embarked on the steam- 
{shJp Leviathan tor ner trip to the 
North American continent in the 
midst of a disma} rain storm at 7 
o’cloék Inst evening. But before 
she sailed a reconciliation was effect- 





ed between herself and her son, the}~ 


former Crown Prince Carol. 

The reconciliation was foreseen 
and was known to be one of the 
Queen's dutjes before she le& for 
North ‘America. She found itt difti« 
cult,as she considered him disobedi- 
ent but the political situation in Rou- 
mania made St inevitable and she fin- 
ally arranged {for Monday night's 
dinner and yesterday's open adver- 
tisement of the situation. 

Carol broke with his family and 
renounced his royal hts for poll- 
tical reasons last January, Ho was 
opposed to the rule of Premier Bri- 
tlaro, *who was practically a‘ dicta- 
tor, and one of the reasons for the’ 
Iatter’s overthrow and the election of 
the Liberal groups in Roumania’ was 
the open scandal caused by Carol's 
departure with the titian-haired Mme 
Lupescu and his desertion of his 
wife, Elena. 

Last Summer King Ferdinand re- 
alized that his illness at that timo 
would probably prove fatal before 
Nicholas would be old enough ‘to 
take the throne. Ho realized that 
the political situation with Bessar- 
abla, Transylvania, Darudjia and Bu- 
chowlna, not yet soldily soldered ta 
Roumanla, would be ‘too critical to 
tisk a regency, and that a reconcil- 
lation with Carol was neccessary. He 
saw Carol in Paris then and when he 
returned to Roumanta made one of 
the condition on which Queen Marie 
might visit North America, a public 
reconcillation between her and Car- 
ol. The Jatter’s resumption of. his 
place as helr-apparent will take place 
probably before Queen Marie re- 
turns.

platform that encircled the top 
of the 218-foot-high chimney at the 
end of the Windsor street station 
train platforms, Henry Held, of 
New York, and Richard Boucher, of 
Three Rivers, drew many eyes from 
neighboring streets. and.{from the 
windows of the C.P.R. offices.

Washington, D.C., Oct. 15— When 
Hoh. Vincent Masséy comes to Wash- 
Ington to establish the gimt Canadian 
legailon in the United, States he will 
first present his credentials to Presl- 
Gent’ Coolidge as “minister plenlpo-" 
‘teptiary of the Dominion, of Canada” 
and immediately thereafter will take 
rank with the representatives from 
forelgn ‘pdwera , in Washington, al- 
though, not In the same measure of 
importance as if,Canada were a sep- 
arate-entlty ami not considered as a 
part of the British empire. 

Mr, Massey's functfons may best be 
described as on par with those of 
Timothy “A. ‘Smiddy, the “minister 
plenipotentiary of the Irish Free 
State,” bit, of cottrse, becauné of the 
far greater amount of business con- 
stantly involving the United States 
and Canada, Mr. Siassey will occupy 
a more prominent part in the diplo- 
matic corps than the representative of 
the Irish Free State. _ 

From a purely diplomatic point of 
view Mr. Massey will sharo with Sir 
Esme Howard, the British ambassa- 
dor, the duty of treating with the 
Uhited States government. When a 
subject comes up that affects only 
Canadian and American relations Mr. 
Massey will have sole charge of the 
negotiations, When 2 subject deve- 
lops that affects the British empire, 
Including Canada, Sir Esme Howard 
will be the chief spokesman on the 
part of Great Britain. Mr. Massey, 
therefore, will oceupy a place very 
similar to that now held by Minister 
Smiddy, who handles exclusively all 
mattera affecting the United States 
and the Irish Free State, and léaves 
to the British ambassador the perform 
ance‘org all diplomatic Intercourse 
affecting the: whole of Great Britian.

“The regulations regarding admis- 
sion to the various faculties of the 
university are never relaxed in the 
least In favor of athletes, Indeed, 
those having {n charge the admis- 
sion of students seldom know, wher 
an application is recelved, whether 
or not the candidate {s an athlete. 

“Neither the university authorities 
nor any organization connected with 
the university, either directly or in- 
directly, has ever given any financial 
assistance of any kind to students. 
because of athletic ability, not even 
to the extent of free training tables 
or quarters. 

“Advancement from one year to 
another depends entirely on stand- 
ing and never. is an exception made 
on account of athletic participation, 
The same examination standards are 
required by all students, 

Eligibility Regulations 

“The regulations regarding elig!- 
bility, {Insofar as the university au- 
thorities are concerned, are rigidly 
interpreted and applied. The ‘Can- 
adian Intercollegiate Athletic Union 
requires that each student who takes 
part in any intercollegiate contest, 
present a certificate signed by elther 
tho. dean of his faculty, stating that 
he is a bona-fide registered atudent | 
regularly -in attendance at the lec- 
tures without such fallures as neces- 
altnte the repetition of work essent- 
ia} to the completion. of his course 
within the tlme prescribed for St.

Every girl in Japan, however ‘poor 
her family, must go to school for 
six yeats, aud during this time she 
must learn to read and write. 

This acquirement opens to her an 
unknown world. The result has 
been a tremendous demand for ma- 
gazines and books which appeal es- 
pecially to women, and the canny 
Japanese publishers have wasted no 
time in meeting the demand. | ‘ 
Superfcial observation leads one 
to believe that in no country out- 
side of Canada are there 80,many 
constant women readers as in Jap- 
an. Certainly the Japanese wom- 
en who can and do read are so far 
ahead of the women of any other Or- 
fental country that they are in a 
class of their own.

MONTREAL, Ost. %6 — The Ga- 
zette, in an article on Women in 
School Boards of Quebec, quotes 
Indge Martin, of Cowansville, Que- 
bec, as follows: “In addition to 
the energy and enthusiasm women 
exhibit in discharging public duties, 
they would bé ilkely to deal more 
lsympatheticajly than men with some 
of the details affecting schools.” 

The Gazette says: “The curious 
thing at this date is not that wom- 
en’s presence on school. boards 
should be advocated but that 
they should have been so long ex- 
cluded. The whole idea of wom- 
en’s position in social life and thcir 
ability to take thelr place, indepon- 
dently of any question of sex, in dit- 
ferent: branches of the public ad-_ 
ministration, comes principally from 
the movement for women’s higher 
education and its results, Their 
participation in public affalgs ro 
longer makes men ‘tremble In fear of 
belng crowded out.’ ‘That there is 
room for both sexes has long been 
obvious.

We 
white men were obliged to obey their 
orders or walk the plank like the others. 
And that’s the crime I have to confess. 
For weeks, when they wore overpow- 
ering unarmed vessels, looting and 
murdering, we were dolng our part of 
the work. What else could we do? 
We could have refused and giren up 
our lives, and it’s been troubling me 
for more than half a century that I 
didn't choose the better part. 
I’m not going to name all the crimes 
. We committed because we had to. I'm 
‘simply golng-to tell bow-we fnally 
made our escape. After awhile wo 
agreed that we would pretend that we 
were contented with our lot,.ask for 
our share of the plunder and do every: 
thing else we could to put the yellow 
devils off their guard. One thing we 
were afrald of. There was one ship 
that we tried to capture and falled. 
We boarded ber and were fighting 
band to band with ber crew when they 
saw us white men Sighting with the 
Fellow ones. We were about to join 
| our own color when, fired with hatred 
against us for belng part of a Chinese 
Pirate crew, they made a desperate 
dash and drove us back on to our own 
ship. After that we knew that if we 
escaped the pirates and were recogniz- 
ed by any of tho men on that ship wo 
would dangic at 2 yardarm. 

The next ship taken had a lot of 
liquor aboard. and every pirate got 
drunk. We watched our opportunity, 
Pretending to drink and be drunk Uke 
the others, till they wero all laid out 
‘When elght of them were either asleep‘ 
or stupid with Mquor below and the 
Test being in the same condition on 
Geck, we clapped down tho batebes on 
those below.

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Flowering Bulbous Plants for Winter” Culture 
ee By Henry J. Moore 
October {sg the month: to buy and lose ; 
to pot bulbs for culture in our lly- 
ing rooms. - As a rule these winter 
Nlowering plants are not difficult to 
grow to perfoction, There are, how- 
ever, certain principles whicly must 
be observed in this as in other branch- 
es of endeavor. 


The kinds, of. bulbs which are more 
generally grown in the home, than 
others, are Hyacinths ordinary and 

~ Roman of which the latter may be 
forced into flower earller, Tullps of 
many kinds, including carly and late 
ones and Narvissl. These are the most 
popular of the so-called Dutch bulbs. 
Then we'have Snowdrops, Crocus, 
Glory of the Snow, Meadow Saffron, 
Dog's Tooth Violet and Scilla. These 
lest mentioned are all hardy and ex- 
cellent for culture in pots where they 
should be planted close together, Tho 
Hyacinths,. Tulips, and Narcissl be 
ing much larger should not be crow- 
ded so much in their pots. 













The best potting soil for winter 
flowering bulbs is one composed of 
one part of loam, one of leaf soll and 
a little sand. It is true that plants may 
be flowered in garden soil to which 1s 
added leaf soil or a little old and 
well rotted stable manure, as that 
for instance from an old hot bed.§ 
The pots used: should be thoroughly 
washed inside and out and a layer 
of crocks (broken flower pots) be 
placed over the drainage hole to af- 
ford. drainage. Upon the  crocks 
should be placed a layer of fibrous 
’ material, that screened from the 
loam will do or leaf soll, or moss.
